2. Citations and explanations 
Claims 1, 3-5 

The subject matter of these claims is not novel and does not involve an inventive step on account 
of document 1 [JP, 4-76209, A (HONDA MOTOR CO., LTD.), H March 1992 (11.03.92), foil text, 
Figs. 1-3 (Family: none)] cited in the ISR. 

Document discloses an engine lubricating device comprising a lubricating oil pump and oil filter 
no different from the matters described in claims 1 and 3-5. 

Claim 2 

The subject matter of claim 2 is not disclosed in any of the documents cited in the ISR, and 
appears to possess novelty and involve an inventive step. In particular, none of the docimients cited in 
the ISR describes or suggests matters relating to the connection structure between a pump shaft and 
crank shaft. 

Claim 6 

The subject matter of claim 6 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on document 1 
and document 2 [JP, 8-21222, A (Nissan Motor Company, Ltd.), 23 January 1996, ftill text. Figs. 1-8 
(Family: none)] cited in flie ISR. 

Docimient 3 discloses an engine lubricating device wherein the lubricating oil pimip suction side 
passageway and the oil filter downstream side of a lubricating oil passageway communicate via a 
relief valve for pressure adjustment 
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
